Aug. ¿S.—A decidedly new 
turn in the east- of I’nited S tates Vice 
Consul M agelssen at lies rut. Syyria, who 
w as reported to have bene assassinanted 
last Sunday, developed to night. w hen it 
becam e known the report w as Incorrect 
and th at although M agelssen had been 
shot at he ha«l not even been injured. This 
inform ation cam e to tlie state departm ent 
to night in a dispatch from United S tates 
M inister Leischm aa 
at 
Constantinople, 
•who said a m istake in making: t-htr original 
.-announcem ent was due to an error in 
transm ission of the cipher dispatch from 
Consul Ilavendal a t Beirut. Jn reporting 
to 
the 
m inister. 
The dispatch from 
Leischm an followed closely on the Asso­ 
ciated P ress bulletin on the sam e subject, 
w hich had been shown to prom inent offi­ 
cials of the governm ent. 


The dispatch from the m inister w as 
com m unicated to tlu* president a t O yster 
Bay. The contents of the telegram were 
extrem ely gratify in g to tlie officials of 
th e governm ent here, as it relieves the 
situation of its extrem e tension, leaving 
room for a peaceful adjustm ent of the 
incident. 


A cting S ecretary Loomis 
declined 
to 
m ake public the text of the Leischm an 
dispatch to uight, but gave a sum m ary of 
its contents. 
As stated in the Press dis­ 
patch, it showed 
M agelssen had bet u 
shut at by som e person, a t tlu- tim e un­ 
known to the officials, but th at he had not 
been hit. 
Local T urkish officials were 
prom pt to express th eir regret a t the oc­ 
currence and w ere exerting them selves 
to apprehend the assassin, but th u s fa r 
have been unsuccessful. The opinion w as 
expressed that the attem pted assassin a­ 
tion of Ma.vtl.VKcn would probably bring 
the m a tte r to a for-us. the attention of 
the T urkish governm ent being draw n in 
th is forcible way to a realization of af­ 
fairs a t B eirut and some effort th u s would 
be m ade to avoid further trouble. 
’TH ic'latcst developm ents in the T urkish 
situation were discussed in official circles 
here. 
The view*‘is held that the denial 
of th e report of the killing of M agelssen 
relieves the situation of its im m ediate 
aw kw ard and em barrassing features, but 
-will not prevent our naval vessels con­ 
tinuing to the east. Leischm an, in one of 
‘ his dispatches .to the departm ent, sug­ 
gested th a t conditions were such that it 
m ight be well to have some Am erican 
naval dem onstration in those w aters.

F or several hours 
to 
day President 
Roosevelt and S ecretary of S tate H ay 
were in conference at Sagam ore H ill. They 
discussed every suggested phase of the 
situation in Turkey. 
A t the conclusion 
of the conference the secretary returned 
Im m ediately to W ashington. The fact th a t 
Secretary H ay considers his presence in 
W ashington necessary a t this tim e, is 
an indication he thinks the T urkish situa­ 
tion serious. 
H e u ~ s not expected to re­ 
turn to W ashington for several weeks, but 
developm ents im th c O ttom an em pire «lur­ 
ing the p ast rfew days induced him to 
com e-to O yster Bay for a conference w ith 
the president, afte r which it w as deemed 
desirable by both th a t he should return 
to W ashington a t U a^t for a couple of 
weeks. 
. It can be said to ne m e purpose of the 
president to afford A m erican citizens in 
the disturbed provinces of T urkey all pro­ 
tection possible. 
F o r th a t reason and ior 
o thers'w hich m ay develop in a short time 
the decision w as reached th a t no change 
be m ade at this tim e in the order to the 
E uropean squadron. A dm iral C otton will 
proceed w ith his vessels to T urkish w a­ 
ters w ith the idea of safeguarding fully 
A m ericans and A m erican interests.

Troops Stationed In Suburb» of 
Constantinople to Protect the 
iCity—The General Situation 
Continues Alarming. 


RREEICTS A RACF WAR 


Judge Youngblood of Illinois 
Gives His Views ou the 
Negro Question. 


New O rleans, Aug. 28.—Judge F . M. 
Youngblood, of Carbondalc, 
111., is in 
New O rleans. 
In response to an inquiry 
as to w hat he attrib u ted th e increase in 
the num ber of lynchings in the north, par­ 
ticularly in 1 Illinois, Judge Youngblood 
said: 


“To the increase in the crim es th a t m erit 
lynching am ong the negro population. 
I 
believe th a t the north is m ore keenly be­ 
ginning to appreciate the situation in tlie 
south th an form erly. 
It appears to me 
th a t the situation between the tw o races 
is daily becom ing m ore and m ore strained 
aiid would seem to tend to a fu tu re race 
w ar, the deplorable, effects of w hich upon 
the country could not be estim ated. 


“ Jn regard to equality granted to the 
negro in th e north, I will say th a t the 
respectable R epublicans and the Demo­ 
cra ts have n o th in g w hatever to do w ith 
him m ore th an the w hite people have in 
the south. 


“T he Booker W ashington incident has 
causcd profound disgust throughout the 
north and it is generallly felt th a t it has 
injured the negro m ore th an an y recent 
incident. 


C onstantinople, Aug. 28.—A considerable 
force Of troops has bene stationed in v ari­ 
ous suburbs of C onstantinople as a pre­ 
cautionary m easure in view of the appear­ 
ance Of insurgents Jess than 100 miles 
from the capital. 
A train load of troops 
wes despatched yesterday from this city 
to Teheerkeskoi, vilayet of Adrlanople, 
near whwich place three B ulgarian vil­ 
lages w ere recently attacked by C ircass­ 
ians and th e inhabitants m assacred. The 
troops sent to reinforce the garrison at 
K irk-Ivilisseh, 
thirty-tw o 
miles 
from 
A drlanople, were routed by the insur-. 
gents, whose num bers in the vilayet of 
A drianople is estim ated at 6,000. 


CONTINUES ALARM ING. 


Sofia, Aug. 28.—The general situation in 
the vilayet of A drianople continues to be 
alarm ing. 
R evolutionists have destroyed 
T urkish posts along the frontier.

bands appear. The T urkish population is 
fleeing tow ards Constantinople. 
A fierce 
fight has occurred a t P assakui. w here 
three T urkish battalions surrounded a 
body of insurgents. 
A second band of 
rebels acm e to the assistance of their 
com rades, who there upon rallied their 
forces, killing 150 T urks. 


Salónica, Aug. 255.—About 2,000 insurgents 
now near Votlena, have bene ordered to 
concentrate to the m ountains of Movi- 
hovo. hTey are expected to attac k TiUe- 
vesh and Shevgheli. 
D uring the evening 
of Aug. 25 a force of insurgents attack ed 
N eveska, w here ; 24U soldiers were sta ­ 
tioned,. 200* of whom were killed.' The in­ 
surgents have constructed earthw orks and 
seven baftaliorfs of T urkish troops which 
arrived a t N eveska this m orninf, are now 
bom barding the defenses.

Lemly then becam e a changed m an, and 
even a t his years he stated th a t he was 
jealous of the m an who had tuken the 
girl and he im m ediately started out to 
find him. 
W hen they m et Lem ly drew 
h'ls revolver and killtd Ladd., and w as 
latter tried, convicted and sentenced to 
ninety-nine years’ im prisonm ent In th e 
penitentiary. 


A fter serving some tim e in th e prison 
Lem ly becam e a tru sty w ith the prison 
officers and w as allowed to go to his 
home at intervals and tinallly he began 
to rem ain a t his home all the tim e. T his 
w as brought before the attention of the 
courts and the suprem e court decided th a t 
he m ust rem ain in the prison. 


W hen Lem ly heard of this decision he 
walked 
thirteen m iles to C hester and 
gave him self up to the prison officials, 
am i has rem ained there since, lie is now 
in such a feeble condition th a t he cannot 
live but a short time.

know'letlge among the great body oi 
American farmers, w’ho constitute 
very larg<* part of the population anc 
whost* |?r<îducts arc .still the "Tcliie 
sijurce of foreign indebtedne.ss to the 
United States. 
Kven in this ago 
w'h<;n s(?ien<*(‘ jdays a part in the de­ 
velopment of our resources, there arc 
men of inllucnce who agree with most 
farmers that scho(»ls for the teaching 
of agriculture arc ridiculous; that the 
òuJy w^ay to h irn about this subject 
ia to work <»n t»i% farm and that no 
other knowh dgt ^han that w'hich is 
gained by practical experience can be 
of any value."

It is strange that 
people wlio arc‘ awake to the im­ 
portance of a thorough education in 
all other forms of enterprise should 
assume that mother wit v.ill do in 
farming. 


In our own fertile state some years 
ago th'.ire was a widespread falling 
off in the yield of many of the most 
valuable crops. 
1’liere had been un­ 
usual natural conditions, and an ap­ 
peal w'as made to the department of 
agriculture at Washington for an ex­ 
pert investigation. 
It was from the 
despised and ridiculed bureau of en­ 
tomology that the truth 
was 
an­ 
nounced. In their enterprising iguor- 
anc(i the farmers had kilk^l olì all 
the crows instead of merely keeping 
down their numbers and had driven 
away hawks and owls. 
Hence the 
moles and field mise had multiplied 
unchecked 
and 
ravaged the lields. 
The tree sparrow had been frightened 
away by tlie shooting at the crows and 
the se(>ds of noxious weeds were no 
longer consumed, but developed to the 
point of choldng out important crops. 
The war on the larger birds by the 
farmers on the smaller birds by the 
English sparrows had driven away the 
woodpeckers, nuthatches, cedar birds, 
warbliîrs. bluebirds and other which 
protected the fruit trees from bor­ 
ers, sucking and gnaw’ing and other 
insects, catapillers 
and 
destructive 
pests generally. A knowledge of what 
creaturcs to destroy and what to en­ 
courage «îu the farm is but one small 
item in the education of the fanner, 
yet it jiays well for the effort to mas­ 
ter it.

The late Paul du Challlu, the ex­ 
plorer, was singularly observant, viva­ 
cious and sunny-temperoil. liils death 
Is reported to have followed upon over-" 
ëxçrtioh at' a festivai In Russia, where 
he taxed his strength too far in danc­ 
ing with the peasants, says Youth's 
Ck)mpahion. 


Mr. du Chaillu had many claims upon 
the gratitude of the scientific world, 
and many mòre upon thàt of the youth­ 
ful readers OÏ his tales of African ad- 
irenlure. 
To them he was preemi­ 
nently the man who made us acquaint­ 
ed with the gorilla. 


Everybody kno#s about gorillas now. 
The lad mio longs to become a mighty 
hunter dreams 'of them allong with 
lions and Elephants. 
Their pictured 
hideousness ' is familiar in books of 
natural history; their habit of advanc­ 
ing upon their foes roaring and beatr 
Ing upon their hairy chests with a re­ 
verberation like a drum appeals to the 
.^Ulleét ' imaglnpition. It even replaces 
sattefactorlly that othër reported habit 
id long beiieved and so reluctantly' re­ 
linquished to the realm of myth, of 
hiding in treetops till some unwary na­ 
tiva passed beneath, then lowering a 
dreadful hind leg, clntchlng him round 
the neck with finger-like toes, and 
dragging him up to be devoured. Go­ 
rillas are not carnivorous—but they 
are nghe the Tess ferocious on that ac- 
oount. Few beasts have an uglier dis­ 
position. 


His first account of the gorilla in its 
native hautits was received by scien­ 
tists and the puljlic alilîe with incre­ 
dulity. 
Du Chaiilu's bodk was ridi­ 
culed; his lectures weVe ill-attended, 
and even his stutfed gorillas were not 
accepted as having been once real and 
living. 
Of one of his early appear­ 
ances in Boston, he said, whimsically, 
to his friend,'Mr. James Jeifrey-Roche: 
“I tell you, Jeffrey, they didn't be- 
Heve me much then. I hired a hall on 
School street to lecture and show my 
trophies; an^ the people who did not 
go to see them said I had no real speci­ 
mens. As a fact, I had more gorillas 
on the stage than there were people 
In the audience.” 


The undaunted explorer, however, 
made no complaint, hurt and indignant 
as he was; hé-simply went back, stud­ 
ied naore, explored more, brought back 
fuller and finer specimens, obsei’vatiohs 
ftnd photographs. 
Of course he was 
bound to succeed in the end, and his 
second return was a triumph. > 


No man waj more perfectly fitted 
than he to explore many savage tribes, 
for his courage, tact, geniality and gen- 
dine kindliness and consideration made 
friends among the most diilicult. 


MOSQUITO SLANT AT BASIL. 


iCnown for a Xoni? Time in Farther 
’ India an a VitlverMal Remedy 
for Malaria. 


The mosquito plant Is, It appears, no 
new discovery. Slr George Birdwood, 
the distinguished physician, physiolo­ 
gist and botanist and oriental authority, 
liends an interesting tetter on the sub­ 
ject to the London Times. He says that 
this plant and allied basils have been 
known 
“from 
time 
immemorial” 
ilhroughout India as a defense against 
mopquitoes and a prophylactic in ma- 
arial districts. The Hindus recognizc 
several species, such as ‘%ild Tulsi,” 
“white Tulsi” or “black Tulsi,” “Krish- 
na-tulsl, and Tulsi par excellence. One 
or other of these basils is foüiíd growing 
everywhere In India, especially >ibout 
temples, and most of them are grown In 
gardens. 
'In farther India especially they are 
planted upon and about graves, and a 
décoction of the stalks and leaves Is a 
universal remedy in cases of malarial 
fever. Sir George Birdwood says thajt 
when the Victoria gardens and Albert 
museum' were established in Bombay the 
men employed on these workis were at 
jflrst so pestered by mosquitoes and su^r 
jfered so much from malarial fever that, 
bn the recommendation- of the Hindu 
mfrnager,‘ the whole boundary of the 
gardecis was planted with holy baSil and 
any other basil at hand, on which the 
plague of mosquitos was at once abated 
and fever altogether disappeared from 
the resident gardeners and temjiorarily 
resident masons; The site of the gar­ 
dens had before been one of the worst 
inalarta-strlckftn spots on the islahd of 
Bombay. Ño one In those days knew 
anything of “the mosquitO:;malaria~ 
theory.” Sir George himself used imyrrh 
as a protection agalnstmosqilltoes. They 
never, he says, came near any. bed In 
which a little myrrh was burned or alit­ 
ile tlndtureofniyrrh sprinkled v/^hen re­ 
tiring for the night.

We have become the money eenti*r 
of the world, but this has bred a fevertsh 
appetite for gild with all it.*? vulgar ac­ 
companiments. Coronets and coats of arm s 
are eagerly sought by sons and daughters 
of late hucksters, butchers and black­ 
smiths. 
Law has degenerated Into law­ 
lessness. We would call a halt upon our 
captains of industry who have brought 
our- country to its present heifiht of 
frenzied speculation. 
Plants worth only 
thou.sands of dollars are by magic of 
watered stocks and glittering advertise­ 
ments, swollen into a millions. 
Ciiiiantic 
frauds are palmed upon the people as suc­ 
cessful busines enterprises. Our greatest 
tinanciers are racking their brains to 
circumvent the law and people by lawless­ 
ness to achieve weatlh, being careful only 
to keep outside of actual violence and the 
common jail. 
When their cunning eva.s- 
ions of law are crowned with success all 
men 
are 
tempted 
to
